Thx; groat importanoe that natorally 
aitaohes to 'anything connected with 
onr mines, and their probable yield for 
the oomiog eeason, makes it impera- 
tive on DB to give the snbjeot a first 
place in our colnmna, in order to kocp 
our readers inlly informed of all thai 
pertains thereto. The profits from our 
mineral wealth must, oontinuo for a 
long period to afford Iho Bustonunco 
necessary to our agriculture and in- 
oipient maoufacluroB which, without 
Buoh outward nourisliraent, would lin- 
ger for an iiidofinite period in a com- 
paratively belplesa state. The liitost 
advices Irom Cariboo lead us to think 
that a good supply of water will bo 
available for mining purposes this 
year. Considerable snow had fallen, 
and although the Eoason oontinuo i 
mild, comparatively speaking, still a 
great portion of the snow would remain 
till the rays of the summer sun brou^^hi 
it down to fill the ditohes constructed 
thrOQgboat the mining districts for its 
xeoeptloD and distribation to the nu- 
meroaa hydraulic claims which aro 
rapidly taking the precedence of all 
other systema of mining. There is 
also, we think, a probability that the 
coming season will differ materially from 
the last in respect to the raiufali, wliit-b, 
if copious, would supply any deficiency 
that might arise from the too early 
molting of tho snow. However thai 
may bo, we sincoroly trust that a 
BufKcicncy of the needful element will 
onuble our minors to rotriovo tiio 
lonsos thoy suffered bo uncompl^ii'iini;- 
ly during the past season ot drought;

and thus eiule:iviir lo slimnlate that indii'-lry 
and enlerpnafl whi'di huro at present s^iina.t 
so Hjclly to lack a utirnu'ant. Tho o.^iiloDce 
of all ihe^e thin..'B here would enable those 
dijpoaed tn enj^age io wlialing to ascarlain 
at once the cost o( fitliog out. Tbe fact of

A com- 
pany to which we have before alluded 
are prepared to invest their money in 
prooaring tho requisite machinery to 
contend with tbe under current of 
water, and so achieve what the mincrH 
individually are unable to accomplish;

The Government t-ub- 
milted the question lo tho rniuor", wlio 
negatived the application ; but we 
believe, the question liko every other 
bastily answered, may be worthy of 
reoOBsideration; and, determined stick- 
ler as wo are lor anything appertain- 
ing to miner's rights, we still think that 
it would be well if tbe application 
were granted, as tbe miners now in 
Cariboo would be directly benefitted. 
We hope the suggestion relating to tho 
ditch between Swift River and Williura 
Creek will not be allowed to drop uj- 
tested ; tho scheme may be found im-
